A year or .so ago the national war labor 
board saw fit to grant wage Increases of $15 
a week to members of the anial! union of the- 
atrical press agents and managers, whose 
minimum wages at that time ranged from $75 
to $150 a week. A few days ago the same na- 
tional war labor relations board refused to 
approve a S15-a-month Increase for 104,000 
White collar office and clerical workers on 
the west coast, though the regional WLB had 
previously announced the rise. 

Does the S150-a-monlh stenographer have 
It any easier than the S165-a-wcek press 
agent? Not If the recent congressional hear- 
ings on the white-collar worker's plight mean 
anything. Millions of those fixed salary work- 
ers, hit by the. Income tax lor the first time 
this year, are being patriotic and putting 
their non-lnflatlonary money Into war bonds, 
often through stimulus of quota arrange- 
ments-whlch, In-some government offices at 
leas t, have been high, pressured. .Yet thelr-pay 
remains the wne. 

Wo have d^e an excellent Job of holding 
the line, but food prices undeniably have In- 
creased. The theatrical union requested a pay 
rise on the grounds that their 1039-Ievel sal- 
arlCs-weren't buying a 1039 amount of goods. 
Obviously the national WLB agreed. But why 
doesn't that also go, doubled In spades, for 
the west coast white-collar workerfi?
